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How Unity Is Sidetracked — A Report On a Session of the Chicago Convention

ECAUSE I think this one session was the most 

important and significant for American Jewry of 
the entire convention, and because as far as I could 
see I was the only newspaperman present, except Mr. 
Jacob Landau, managing director of the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency, I want to set down for you what 
transpired at the Sunday afternoon meeting of the 
Council of Jewish Welfare Funds and Federations 
convention in Chicago. 


Just as I predicted in my editorial last week the 
furious discussion that afternoon of the vital problem 
of unity or coordination among the civic protective 
agencies (American Jewish Committee, B’nai B’rith, 
American Jewish Congress and the Jewish Labor 
Committee) was really sizzling. This, in my estima- 
tion, is the best show in all the affairs of U. S. Jewry 
throughout the year and I wouldn’t miss it for ten 
speeches by Rabbi Stephen Wise. Even though I have 
seen the same bitter and honest denunciation for the 
past three years now, and even though just as I pre- 
dicted the session looks as if it is going to be another 
one of those of wasting “sweetness on the desert air”, 
while it lasts, it cannot be disparaged from the “show” 
standpoint. 


Here is the picture in a paragraph. The community 
leaders from throughout the nation are packed to- 
gether, all girded for battle, ready to tear apart with 
their teeth if necessary, the General Jewish Council 
for bungling on the job. One speaker gets up and 
lights the fuse, and this time it was Max Simon, of 
Cleveland, and in just a moment, the explosion. If 
this session could have been filmed in sound, the 
worries about unity in the Big Four would disappear 
like bubbles in a pot of boiling water after the heat 
is removed, 


Well after the Big Four group is ground into the 
dust until it seems that they can have no other answer 
except submission, then their representatives get up 
on the stand and try to answer the charges. And if 
you ever want to see any wiggling and hemming and 


hawing and evading, that would make a _ reporter’s 
alibi sound as weak in comparison as a child’s excuse 
about eating the jam with his face all covered with 
the sweet mixture, you should try to visualize the 
picture. : 


This year the tableau was slighily different. But 
it already looks as if the playing down, and the dis- 
missing, and the covering up has begun. But I’m get- 
ting ahead of my story. 

This Mr. Simon was a member of the committee 
of the Council of Jewish Welfare Funds and Federa- 
tions which presented to the meeting a seven-point 
report which called for joint fund-raising by the civic 
defense groups, joint budgeting, power to allocate 
functions to the individual organizations, and power 
to determine policies. I have never seen this report 
in public print as yet, and except that I heard it read 
at this session, the report has not and it seems will 
not be made public for reasons best known to the 
“machers”’. Anyway it embodied everything that 
everyone wants. 

Simon was a dissenting member of the committee 
which brought in this. report, (he thought it wasn’t 
strong enough) and he told a story of the failure of 
the nation Jewish organizations in connection with 
Father Coughlin, and then went on in forceful lan- 
guage to say that coordination “could not be achieved 
within the framework of the present General Jewish 
Council’. 

After this splendid condemnation, a bombshell was 
thrown into the session by Carl Sherman of the 
American Jewish Congress, who got up and said that 
on the basis of the committee’s report the American 
Jewish Congress was prepared to re-enter the General 
Jewish Congress. Now let me stop right here and 
now and tell you that-this is one of the biggest-pieces 
of news in months on the American Jewish scene, yet 
not one word has been sent out about it. 


Sherman was followed by Morris Waldman, secre- 
tary of The American Jewish Committee. Now Mr. 
Waldman has my sympathy, although I presume he’s 





had to do his tight rope walking act on many another 
occasion. He was really on the spot, and for a mo- 
ment I didn’t think he would have the guts to buck 
against the very obvious feeling of the meeting. In 
the first place, he tried his best not to have to speak 
until last, but the chairman’s insistence (cruel man) 
finally made him get up. 

Well anyway, he squirmed like any man would in 
a witness chair, when all he could do was squirm. 
The American Jewish Committee had not yet had 
time to discuss the committee’s report, he said, and he 
tried to get off on another track first by saying that 
unity superimposed on ideological differences could 
not be successful (Rabbi Heller shot this full of holes 
later) and then by telling about some negotiations 
with Dr. Chaim Weizmann. 

I want to interpose here and show how the process 
of playing down has already begun. In the news 
report sent out to Anglo-Jewish papers by its own 
press department, the Council of Jewish Welfare 
Funds dismisses the entire session with this para- 
graph: 

“At the session devoted to the status of civic 
protective agencies, the federation and welfare 
fund leaders were persistent in urging a coop- 
erative program. The Council's Board of Di- 
rectors authorized the appointment of a commit- 
tee to offer its services to the national civic pro- 
tective agencies in working out a basis of agree- 
ment”. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency report was little 
better. The eighth paragraph of a twelve-paragraph 
news story, and the ninth paragraph, recite what hap- 
pened at the session. Paragraph eight says: 

“A proposal providing for a joint fund-raising 
procedure for all major Jewish civic protective 
agencies, similar to that of the United Jewish 
Appeal, was approved by the delegates.” 

To get back to my story again, Edgar J. Kauf- 
mann, chairman of the General Jewish Council, 
then took the stand, and knowing the organizations

Ford Threatens Ku Klux Klan 
With Action If Pamphlet 
Distribution Is Not Stopped

DETROIT—Henry Ford has notified the Ku Klux Klan that he 
intends to institute legal action unless the Klan immediately ceases 


the unauthorized distribution of 


the anti-Semitic pamphlet, “The 


International Jew,” written by Ford in 1920, it was reported here 
this week. At the same time Ford’s attorney communicated with the 
Mexican government asking its cooperation in suppressing distribu- 
tion of similar anti-Semitic literature in Mexico. This action by Ford 
follows a letter sent by him to the Anti-Defamation League, on Jan- 
uary 7, in which he reiterated his repudiation of anti-Semitism. 

In his letter to the Klan, Ford’s legal representative asked that 
organization to desist from further publication and circulation of“The 
International Jew” and also “any reprints of other articles related to 
this subject matter that appeared in the Dearborn Independent.” 
“The manner in which this reprint has been presented to the public 
amounts to a deliberate and intentional misrepresentation,” the mes- 


sage said. 


“It is a malicious attempt to mislead the public into believing 
these articles were and still are an expression of Mr. Ford’s opinions 
and sentiments, whereas, as you well know, Mr. Ford retracted these 
articles in 1928 and at that time disclaimed them as being an ex- 
pression of his views and sentiments,” the letter concluded. 

The letter to the Mexican government expressed the belief that 
distribution of the pamphlet in Mexico City and Pueblo “is the perni- 
cious work of the German propaganda department attempting to un- 
dermine the esteem which the Mexican public has for the United 


States Government.”

A Talith . 








OW THERE is a news dispatch that reports 
that Jewish communities in Poland have 
been ordered to collect all woolen prayer shawls 
(the talith) for delivery to the German army. 
It may be asked to what purpose does the Nazi 
army require prayer shawls? Well, the Nazis 
are frost-bitten in Russia. Even a heerenvolk 
suffers in 40 degrees below zero. Even a heer- 
envolk’s toes are bitten, its ears wither and its 
bones shudder in the bitter winds. The woolen 
prayer shawls of the Jews are being collected 
to keep the Nazi soldiers warm. 





And that’s how it came to pass that the re- 
nowned General Kuno von Schweinfuss was 
wearing a talith on the battlefield. It was, in- 
deed, a talith that had comforted the family of 
the katzenelenbogens through several of their 
generations. 

Old Katzenelenbogen—he was the grand- 
father—thanked God he had a talith to hand 
down to his oldest son. He hadn’t any other 
garment fit to bequeath to his descendant. His 
long black Sabbath coat was worn thin from 
fifty years of wear. It had its merit, though: 
It was long enough to conceal the patch in the 
seat of his trousers. Katzenelenbogen was grate- 
ful. 

“How Thou hast comforted me with the 
talith through all my years,” he said to God on 
his death-bed. “In it I have felt clothed like a 
prince before Thee.” 

The next Katzenelenbogen gratefully ac- 
cepted his father’s talith as a rich inheritance. 
He made a private and very quiet ceremony of 
the matter the first time he clothed himself in 
it... “O Lord God,” he said in his heart, “how 
well doth Thou look after our generations 
keeping us well clothel in this holy comfort.” 

This Katzenelenbogén’s other garments 
weren’t any more than his father’s had been 
but the Katzenelenbogens were people who 
felt well-dressed enough in the spiritual raiment 
that a talith provided. 

The third Katzenelenbogen felt even the 
more grateful for his talith after the Nazis, who 
had occupied his town, requisitioned first one, 
then another of his every-day apparel. 

One day they took his best shirt and an- 
other day they had his overcoat; one day they 
removed his vest and another day they told him 
he could do without his best pants and left him 
with a pair that was patched in the knees and in 
the seat. 

Then he thanked God for his talith. 

“O, my Lord God, mine enemy takes the 
clothing from my back and leaves my poor 
bones to be gnawed by the cold winds, but how 
good he is after all. He lets me keep my talith 
which is the richest of all my apparel. When I 
wear the talith it is as if Thou Thyself were em- 
bracing me with Thine own arms.” 

But one day recently the Nazi Procurement 
Platoon drew up before his meager habitation. 
What did they want now? They had his best 
shirt, his best pants and his overcoat. Now they 
had come for his talith, they said, and he had 
better hurry up about it. 


With many a sigh Katzenelenbogen took his 


Platoon. Yet as the military truck drove off 
with his talith Katzenelenbogen’s eyes become 
bright with dazzling illumination and he spoke 
up to God, as was his custom on all joyous oc- 
casions. 

He said God was great and good and wise: 
He had comforted the three generations of the 
Katzenelenbogens with the talith and had let 
them preserve it whole that it might in time 
keep the enemy warm... . “How merciful art 
Thou, O Lord. Thou are kind even to mine 
enemy. Blessed be Thy holy name.” 

And wtih that he recited all the praises of 
God that are in the Kaddish. 


General von Schweinfuss had felt bitter 
need for something warm to wear. The Russian 
winter had fallen to 40 degrees below zero and 
there was yet a long way to run from Mozhaisk 
to Smolensk. In the swift progress of Russian 
events he had had to leave his headquarters in 
such a hurry that there was no time to snatch 
his greatcoat. 

As he fled from one village to the next, 
from Borsht to Dreshky, from Kasha even to 
Tovarish, the General felt as good as naked in 
the devouring wind. If he were not one of the 
heerenvolk who regard everything good as com- 
ing to them by reason of special privilege, he 
would be forever grateful to remember the vil- 
lage of Tovarish; for there is was that the talith 
of the Katzenelenbogens embraced his afflicted 
bones. At Tovarish there was a store of woolen 
talithim gathered from among the Jews of 
Poland. 

The General enveloped himself in the Kat- 
zenelenbogen talith from head to foot, so that it 
gave warmth to his ears as well as to his body, 
through which the wind had been penetrating 
like so many knives. He looked, indeed, like a 
Jew in the climactic moment of Yom Kippur 
when he prostrates his soul before the Most 
High. 

Now, as I hear, it was at this moment that 
the Katzenlenbogen who was the grandfather 
was looking down from one of the towers of 
heaven. For having been so faithful he had 
been made a watchman on the tower. His duty 
was to discover any sign of good that could be 
seen on the miserable earth and to report there- 
on on the instant. 

When he saw the General in the talith he 
went with excited haste to the Lord; “O Lord 
God, I have seen it! Something good on the 
earth. A General in the German army who 
hath come to atonement! He marcheth on the 
battlefield wrapped in penitence like a Jew on 
Yom Kippur. And moreover—O Lord, my God! 
—he is in my own talith!” 

God smiled. He rejoiced to hear even of 
one Nazi wrapped in penitence. He must Him- 
self.see this and, looking from the tower at von 
Schweinfuss, he exulted: von Schweinfuss 
looked like one of the Katzenelenbogen on Yom 
Kippur when they stood before the altar and 
beat their breasts in contrition. Ho! Ho! One 
Nazi come to redemption. 

The chorus of the angels sang forgiveness 
for von Schweinfuss clothed in the humility of 
the Katzenelenbogens: “Blessed Jehovah, O my

BOOKS 





DAYS AND WAYS, the story 
of Jewish Holidays and Customs, 
by Mamie G. Gamoran. Illustrated 
by Bernard Segal, Union of Amer- 
ican Hebrew Congregations. Re- 
viewed by Rabbi Irving a Wein- 
gart, congregation B’nai Jacob, 
Fort Wayne.

There was a time in Jewish life 
when it was not necessary to 
write books on Jewish holidays, 
customs and ceremonies. Children 
were not taught Jewish observ- 
ances by teachers, books and in 
classrooms. They learned and 
knew customs and ceremonies by 
seeing them practiced at home 
and by themselves participating 
in the experiences. Jewish living 
was the greatest teacher, preach- 
er and text-book. Jewish life has 
so changed (reasons and causes 
for this change not within the 
purview of this review) that it is 
imperative that Jewish children 
be taught their observance from 
books, by teachers and in schools. 
How these books should be writ- 
ten and how they should be 
taught have been and still are 
perplexing problems. How to 
make printed matter—words— 
captivate the mind of children 
and convey a living, vital message 
of beauty in, and necessity for, 
participation in. Jewish experi- 
ences still remain a major diffi- 
culty, absorbing the minds of the 
best educators. 

For once a volume has appeared 
that approximates the necessary 
method and technique in convey- 
ing to children of intermediary 
ages the how and why of Jewish 
observances in a fascinating man- 
ner. 


Before expressing my own at- 
titude toward this new volume, I 
attempted to gauge the response 
of the children for whom this 
book was writtem. I had the 
teacher of the intermediary 
classes read several chapters to 
the children and found satisfac- 
tory understanding, keen delight 
and attentive response—so much 
so that the children volunteered 
the purchase of this book. 


The difficulty of books being 
too detailed, too factual and too 
dry has been removed by the 
author’s dramatic personal ap- 
proach in bringing holidays and 
observances within the setting, 
language, daily experiences and 
knowledge of the child. Being 
written somewhat in a story form, 
it has the power of captivating 
the child and thus create a will- 
ingness on behalf of the student 
to read, learn and even become 
part of that life. For example, 
striking is the chapter that com- 
mences, “Ding dong, ding dong, 
school is out 3:00 Friday after- 
noon,” beginning the discussion 
on Shabbos; beautiful is the story 








Appleseed and Honi in the chap- 
ter “New Year for Trees”; how 
meaningful becomes the Seder in 
the chapter “Proclaim Liberty 
Throughout the Land.” 

The approach in the book is 
broad, insofar that it explains how 
each of the three major groups 
in Judaism observe the various 
holidays. The format of the vol- 
ume is good; an interesting cover, 
good paper, large letters, simple 
language, masterful cuts and il- 
lustrations, plus vivid personal 
dramatic exposition—factors all] 
important to fascinate a child. The 
questions and reading lists at the 
end of each chapter are helpful 
aids to the teacher. The list of one 
hundred Hebrew words and 
phrases which are found in the 
book are transliterated at the end 
which serve to give the child a 
Hebrew vocabulary and deeper 
Jewish content to religious ex- 
periences. 

Thus, this book can be highly 
recommended for all progressive 
schools as an outstanding contri- 


bution toward the teaching of hol- ©

In Plain Words 


HE STATEMENT of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis (Reform) on fairness and 
justice to the Negro bears interpretation locally. 
For the community at large, and for the Jewish 


community as part of that whole,.the words of 
our rabbis mean these just this: 


Do not take advantage of your Negro maid. 
She must accept whatever treatment and pay 
you are willing to give her because society will 
not permit her to work side by side in offices 
with her white sister. 

Do not take advantage of the Negro who 


comes to you to exchange his possessions for 
money. The meagerness of opportunity in the 
job world forces him to live at a lower level 
than his white brothers. ' 

Do not take advantage of your Negro cus- 
tomer when selling him your wares. The sin 
of the white people is not providing schools and 
school opportunities to the Negro make him 
more susceptible to your sales talk. 

Do not sell him policy tickets. 

And remember that any Negro is as good as 
any Jew. This is not the dictum of The Post, 
but of the God of your Fathers. 


A City-Wide Adult Education School 


F IT WERE possible to enlist the cooperation 

of all local rabbis, the Indianapolis Jewish 
Community could probably conduct a very fine 
adult Jewish education institute, or as Rabbi 
Charles Shulman of Glencoe, Ill., is calling his 
study courses, a “Seminar of Jewish Studies”. 
Adult Jewish Institutes or Colleges of Jewish 
Studies are nothing new in American Jewish 
life, and for several years now Beth-El Zedeck 
Congregation has operated its own adult school. 
Yet the community as such, with Orthodox, Re- 
formed, and Conservative joining in one grand 
school, has never united in one city-wide 
project. 

Our neighboring city Louisville, never 
known for its adherence to Judaism as such, 
operated one of the finest adult Jewish insti- 
tutes of its kind several years ago, with a con- 
tinued attendance of over two hundred for the 
entire course. 

What such a school would attempt to im- 
part to the adults of our community might be 
indicated in the subjects of the lectures at 
Rabbi Shulman’s Seminar, which are printed 
below. The seminar continues for ten Wednes- 
day nights, with the evening divided into two 


parts, beginning at 8 p.m. and finishing at 9:45 
p.m. with a 15-minute interval in between.

Why Not One For Laity 


HE ANNUAL Institute on Judaism conducted 

by the Indianapolis Hebrew Congregation is 
a fine contribution to better understanding be- 
tween the religious groups of our community. 
Anyone’ who has attended the Institute of past 
years might marvel that these institutes have 
not become matter of fact affairs years ago and 
in every community, because despite the years 
of study in the field of religion of practically all 
of the city’s clergy, it stands to reason that their 
knowledge in the field of Judaism cannot have 
been cultivated as fully as in their own par- 
ticular denomination. 


Also the wonder is that these Institutes are 
not conducted by Catholic and Protestant 
clergymen of the city, for exactly the same rea- 
sons as those motivating the Temple’s Institute. 
The ignorance of so many Jews and Protestants 
and the distrusts bred by this ignorance, about 
Catholicism, and, in the same way about Prot- 
estantism, certainly would be in great measure 
alleviated by scholarly lectures of the type 
heard at th> temple. 

Also the \ onder is that these institutes are 
not conducted for lay leaders, and exactly for 
the same reasons as outlined above. 


Current Comment 


How President’s Wife Served Dairy and 
Vegetable Foods in Special Dishes to Jewish 
Guests at Albany, N.Y., is told in The Jewish 
Ledger of Hartford, Conn.—By chance we 
learned of some interesting correspondence be- 
tween our Editor and Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt which took place last fall, and we have in- 
duced Rabbi Feldman to permit the publication 
of this item believing that it will be of hearten- 
ing general interest. 

The story reached Rabbi Feldman that 
when Franklin D. Roosevelt was governor of 
New York (1928-32) he was in the habit of in- 
viting to luncheon conferences at the executive 
mansion in Albany various committee chairmen 
and important members of the State Legisla- 
ture. Among these there were two frequent 
Jewish guests, State Senator Philip M. Kleinfeld 
and Assemblyman Samuel Mendelbaum (later a 
State Senator and now a Federal Judge.) After 
several such luncheons it came to the attention 
of the governor and Mrs. Roosevelt that these 
men partook only of the fruit entree and the 
concluding dessert and coffee. 

Somehow the Roosevelts learned the reason 
for this abstention was that the Senator and 
Assemblyman were strictly Orthodox Jews and 
observed the dietary laws of Orthodox Israel. 
Thereafter Eleanor Roosevelt graciously served 
to these two Jewish guests only dairy and vege- 


table foods in a new set of dishes especially re- 
served for them. Rabbi Feldman was told that 
this arrangement is available even now to 
Orthodox Jews invited to luncheon in the White 
House. This whole thing was done without any 
ostentation by a characteristic spirit of broad- 
mindedness and respect for the religious scru- 
ples of those of another faith. 

Rabbi Feldman wanted to verify this story 
with a view to using it in a public address and 
so he wrote to Mrs. Roosevelt gave her the story 
as it came to him and asked whether it was 
true. In reply, Mrs. Roosevelt wrote graciously 
the letter which is herewith reproduced. The 
whole item speaks for itself and warms the 
cockles of one’s heart especially in view of the 
fate of Jews elsewhere, also in view of the 
timidity of some of our fellow Jews.
